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In  case  you  are  not  aware  —  KPFK  Folios  are  developed  and 
typeset  by  the  end  of  the  first  week  of  the  month  prior  to  date.  As  I 
write  his,  we  are  a  few  days  away  from  WINTERFAIRE  opening.  By 
the  time  you  read  this,  WINTERFAIRE  will  be  history.  It  has  ail  the 
makings  of  a  grand  history.  We  will  be  recording  it  and  laying  the 
groundwork  for  an  equal/greater  event  in  1985.  It's  a  new  begining, 
folks!  Our  hard  work  and  struggles  are  making  a  difference— thanks 
to  those  who  have  stuck  it  out  for  and  with  KPFK. 

With  any  luck,  we  will  be  bringing  in  the  new  year  with  a  few 
more  staff:  recalling  two  from  the  August  lay-off  and  hiring  into  one 
or  two  new  positions.  This  will  give  us  a  staff  of  eight  full-time  and 
two  half-time  persons.  While  we  continue  to  chip  away  at  our  finan- 
cial debt,  this  staff  level  is  workable. 

1985  is  the  year  for  continued  stabilization  and  new  development. 
We  will  be  constructing  methods  for  funding,  programming,  and 
engineering  the  station  with  more  consistency— smoothing  out  the 
peaks  (too  few!)  and  valleys  (too  many!).  For  funding,  this  means 
developing  income  sources  besides  on-air  and  event  fundraising, 
i.e.  sustainers,  endowments,  foundations  monies  for  equipment.  We 
will  be  implementing  a  process  for  program/programmer 
evaluation/review/modification.  And  finally,  in  the  engineering 
area,  we  will  be  replacing  some  of  that  "classic, "  "stately" 
equipment. 

Stay  tuned.  Give  us  your  feedback.  Renew  your  support.  Our  sta- 
tion is  moving  on.
